| New Pay Plan 


Complete And 
Inplemented 


Roughly $43,000 of the $50,000 
allocated for implementation of. 
the town’s new compensation and 
pay plan has been ear-marked for 
1965 use, 

Some of this balance will be 
held in reserve to cover in- 
creased overtime, holiday, and 
sick leave costs resulting from the 
plan, and any final baiance will’ 
be returned to the general fund, 

The plan, which was drawn by 
a Chicago consultant and modified 
by Town Manager Richard Bowen, 
will mean pay increases for pre- 
sent employees ranging anywhere 
from zero to $1,020, depending 
on whether their job has been 
reclassified and how long they 
have been in it, 

The increases do not represent 
a *‘raise’* for any individual, how- 
ever, Bowen said Wednesday in 
outlining the plan which goes into 
effect today, The purpose of the 


_ Study was to adjust job classifica- 


tions and bring the pays for exist- 
ing positions into a competitive 
price range, The result of this 
process means more money for 
some people filling jobs which have 
been underclassified or under-

Though the Chamber letter did not 
mention an eminent domain pro=

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Hooray For Corn 


There are those who will consider the market for 
Founders’ Day observances about as dead as that for 
Fourth of July orations. 

Such people will hoot at the Board of Selectmen’s deci- 
sion to fix May 6 as a day of annual acclaim for the ex- 
pansion-minded settlers who hacked their way into the 
wilderness that was Andover. 

It may, in fact, be corny to try to establish a link 
between what has been and what is, but if a sentimental 
notion like a Founders’ Day can serve to rally some 
feeling of community and pride in Andover then we say, 
“Bring on the corn!”’ 

A respite from nit picking and carping and even from the 
purer forms of critical attention to community needs could 
do this town good. It, plus the spruce-up campaign that is 
to follow, could provide us with a real breath of Spring 
after a long and serious winter. 

It takes zing in mass proportions to put over something 
like a Founders’ Day. We hope the rest of the town isn’t 
going to sit back and expect the Selectmen, the manager 
and the business community to generate all of it. There 
must be something about Andover’s past and present to 
inspire virtually everyone. 

It is somewhat amazing that the land Cutschumache, 
Sagamore of Massachusetts sold to John Woodbridge for 
6 English pounds rfow represents a total property valua- 
tion of $139,95°,650. Certainly we can take some pride in 
the fact that so much of this investment represents quality 
development. 

The democratic process doesn’t always function accord- 
ing to the ideal and it would be naive to pretend that all 
Andover’s many generations of public officials have been 
99 and 44/100 percent pure, but what is here attests to 
their judgment being better than average — additional 
cause for pride. 

May 6 is to be used to applaud long-term town employees 
for their service, an appropriate relating of the past to the 
present. But what about some well-earned publicity, or a 


public bow for the numerous townspeople serving without 
pay on various municipal committees and boards? Here is 
the chance to make the general public more aware of the 
contribution of ALL those who ‘‘work’’ for the Town of 
Andover. 

But first things first. If Founders’ Day is to be more 
than an excuse for a banquet, there had better be some 
burst of activity between now and May 6 to educate the 
bulk of the population or Founders’ Day may come and go 
without people knowing which of our ancestors has been 
honored. 

How about a school-library-historical Society campaign 
to familiarize citizens with the names of the 22 men who 
cleared the first land for a community then called 
Cochickewicke? 

How about a move to give the town’s unnamed park a 
name that would relate to its historic past — that of Simon 
Bradstreet, the first and most illustrious of the original 
settlers, perhaps? 

But most of all, how about some genuine, com-fed, 
brass band enthusaism for Andover, USA?

Bowen resolved the controversy

Minister In 
Rights March 


The dignified, reverant atmos- 
phere that prevailed in Mont- 
gomery Thursday was the single 
most impressive thing to Rev, J, 
Allyn Bradford who participated 
in the Alabama Civil Rights March, 

Rev, Bradford is pastor of Free 
Christian Church, 

The local minister made the 
one-day march partly as a private 
individual and partly as a repre= 
sentative of the Massachusetts 
Council of Churches which ar- 
ranged the chartered flight he took 
to the Southern city, Friends 
financed the trip, he said Tuesday, 

Marchers met on the recreation 
field of a Montgomery Catholic 
Church, Rev, Bradford reports, 
and marched from there to the 
same State House where Jefferson 
Davis was inaugerated as presi- 
dent of the Confederacy during the 
Civil War, The minister said he 
saw no American flag in sight 
there: only the state flag with 
that of the Confederacy flying be- 
neath it, 

He recalled that a White Metho- 
dist minister lifted a weary Negro 
child to his shoulders and was 
met with taunts from the side- 
lines by Alabama citizens who 
asked, ‘*Is that yours?”’ 

re was not, however, any 
violence, the minister said, Asked 
what he feels such demonstrations 
contribute to the solution of the 
Civil Rights problems, Rev, Brad= 
ford said, **They make an im- 
pression and ,, , they start people 
thinking, They are an attempt to 
get people to see the issue apart 
from sentiment,”’ 

He could, he said, see that 
Alabama observers were im-=- 
pressed by the size of the de- 
monstration and by the number of 
people in the march to whom they 
could relate, both economically 
and socially,
